Mpr. Clarkson has given the president his
final decision, which 18 that he eannot accept
any offfee under the present admie istration,
As has already been stnted, President Harri-
son, Postmuster-Geoneral Wanamaker, Scun-
tor Quauy and many other influcntial mon n
the party bave joined to urge Mr, Clarkson
to tuke the position of first nssistant postimns
ter general, and he was assurad that if for
nuy reason Mr. Wanamaier should rotire
from the head of the department he would be
promoted to suceenl himm.  But Mr. Clarkson
does not want any offles.  He wonld have
been glid of the Interlor portfolio, bul as
1ong us he coulid not have that he prefers to
romain a8 editor of the Des Moines Register
and vice-chairman of the republican niutional
committee,

It looks now as if Johin Jameson would be
appointed  superintendent of the rallway
mall seryvice,  Mr. Jameson 18 from Wiscorn-
sin and was in the service from the timoe ho
wis & mere boy until dismissed by the Vilas
administration, He was private secretary to
Colonel George Bangs, the first superin-
tendent, and remained in that position under
Superintendents Vilus and Thomipson.  The
ofice of assistant superintendent of the rail-
wuy miail serviea was ereated for him, and
Bbo filled it with great ability until dismissed
from the service, The wenkness of the
demoerarie administration  has besn shown
nowhere so much os in the transportation of
the mails, which Is due to thie fact that the
most eMoiont men in Ltheir servico were dis-
chinrged and green persons put o their
places.  Mr; duaneson, if he is appointed,
will bring buck into the service as muany of
the old men as he can induce to come,

Vundervoeort has not given up  hope, how-
ever, and Mr, Clarkson made an anpeal to
the postmasier gencral i his oehalf to-day.

The party an-
nounced that they were hera to forward the
coustdoration by the treasury department of
the Plunters' hotel site; and that they had
left Omaba in o hurey apon learmng that the
editor of 'Tine Bee had previously left town,
They wore around the capitial to-day oulling
upon the delegation and endewvoring to se-
cure their co-operation as soon ns possible.
Tho delegation s showing a deoided disin-
alination to lnterfore in the matter, Several
moembers insist that the cholee of a site is
oue whioh shoulidl be settled by the citizens
of Omahn, and that itis in no way proper
that at this distaoee from that city that the
members representing the state should inter-
poso their privato judgment tpon w matter
whioch should be determined by those most
direotly intorested, There 18 an impression
prevailing in some gquuarters that the Plant-
era’ hotel site' bad been practically set up be-
fore the deporture of Mr, TLandon from
Washington. 1t is known that President
Cloveland had o confidential inters
viow with a  prominent  Nebraskan,
in relution to  the institation  of
i suil for the partition of the Folsom prop-
erty, through witilch it was expeoted to fix
the valuation upon the corner of Sisteenth
and Dodgo stroots, No such suit wias, Low-
ever, instituted, or at lenst carrvied to & con-
clusion, nnu condemnation proceedings will
have to be talien to sscure a olear title to the

roperty, if iv is finally aceepted as the site

XERRASKA ATROPFHIATIONS,

The deffolency bill Is printed to-day, The

om introdicsd by Senator Paddock and se-
cared by his earnest efforts relating to the
snle of publlic iands is a8 follows:

“For payment to the state of Nebraska on
fcconnt of & per eontum funds arising from
the sale of public Innds in said state prior 1o
June 30, 1888, as per declslon of the first
camptroller of the treasury, and as stated by
the commissionar of the geperal land ofilce
the sum of &85 000." '

The items of £10,000 eacl for Forts Rob-
inson and Niobrara, which were introduced
by Senntor Paddock in the sundry eivil bill,
are of more importance than would seom at
the firat ginnce, The passing of these items
reverses o ruling ol the second comptroller
by which ench of the Nebraska posts !mli
large sums of money deducted from its ap-
propriation on account of previous pelry
sums dolea ont by the war department for
repiairs at the posts in previous yoears, This
sum will snable rapid progresa to be made
on the enlargement of Forts Niobrara and
Robinson, and by (ts wording will pave the
way for future appropriations for continuing
work upon the same.

EENATON FANWELL'S SCTIEME,

Sonator Farwell has jnvented a now
schema for satisfving the several sintes in
their demands for patronage. He says he
believes in eqoal  distetbution and o thor-
oughly purtisan serviee, He proposcs thst
instead of having congressmen and politiciaus
swarming to the white house and claiming
ton times more for each state than tho entire
patronuge of the government, the president
should furnish the congressional delegntions
u lisv of thoe oMees which, in his judgment,
their state is entitled to, Such a list could
be prepared in ashort time by a elear-headed
statisticinn,  Then the representatives of
the states could select from among their
candidates for office those who in their juidg-
mont wers tho best qualified for the positions
named and send the rest of them home. In
this way the president could protect himself
from importunities, the states could be  sat-
istled and the offices filled with the pest men
uvailable for them.

KEurope, they will embody in their construc.
tion the latest approved ldeas of high speed
and heavy armusment, and will be very for-
widable ships of war. When Sccretary
Whitnoy relinguished his ofice he joft as a
legacy to lis suceessor the responsibility for
building eight new vessels, the authority for
whose constraction was giveo by the Fifticth
congress during its session, Tue hst in-
cludes three 20,000-10n cruisers, or gunbonts,
two S0, 00kkton cruisers, un bronclad of 7,500
tons, o protected crulser of 5,30 tons, and a
smull guonbont of 30 tons burden, The 8,000
and L,000-ton cruisers are to have o speed of
twenty kunots un todr, aud be armed with
vory heavy ordnauce,

Tho designs for Lhree vessels huve already
been propared by the navial board and await
approval by the secretnry.

Minwarkee, March 11,--The examination
of the two Chinese laundrymon, Hah Ding
and Sam Yip Ya, chargoed with enticing lit-
tle girls into their dons and ruining them,
began vhis morning. The names of at least
twenty victims nee known, thelr wges  rang-
Ing from nine to thirtoon veura, Three of
thom told thele stories (n court to-day, and
additional evidencs will be taken to-morrow,
The disclosures are so shocking that a
strong feeling against all Chinese in the oty
provails. ‘The detalls of the little girls' tes-
timony are untit for publication.

Forty policemen were out to-day Lo protect
the privoners on the routa between the jail
und the court honse, A crowd of 2,000 men
and boys followed them to the court house in
the morning, but no violonce was attemprod.
At the afterncon adjournmont of the conrt a
irge portion of the crowd proceadad to wreak
vengance on the hubitations of the Chineas
on Chestaut and Vielt streets, At the for-
mer  plactd windows were smasbhed and
peneral  havoe  raised with  the  pre-
misea, the inmates fleemng  in terror.
In Vieit strept the crowd contented itseif
with throwing flithy liguids by meana of
garden hoso, on washed and unwashod giar-
monts in the shop.  Domonstrations  wers
also made ngainst laundries in other portions
of the city, but in all ecases the police dis-
persed the mob before violonee was offered
to the Celestials, who, to tell the teath, muade
themselves excesdingly scarce as soon os
onportunity offoraed,

1 have been approachod
on the subject, by several of the security
holders of the company, but told them
pliainly that I would not commit myself until
the new compuny wis formed and it policy
announced.

NEWS OF NEBRASEA TOWNS.

First Meeting of the Unltsd States
Court At Hastings,

DISTRACTED BY HER SHAME.

A Decoived and Penniless Girl Tries
to End Her Life—An Elwood
Man Vietimized Oy
Bharpors.

Sin Loeads to Sulcine.

Fiirsn, Neb, March 1L—Margaret Bur-
resas, o young lady of tweaty yvears, commit
ted suicide at Cordova, In Saward county, at
1 o'clock Sunday aftarnoon, by hanging in
her fathior's stable.  She has been working
for George Gillen, & farmer who resides nowr
town, for some time, and apparently all was
moving on smoothly. Yesterday morning,
after finishing hor work, she came home, 08«
tensibly to spend Suoaday, but abour 10
o'clock in thae forenoon o fully developed
child was discovered in the vault of Gillen's
water closet, Suspcion pointed to the girl,
and to her mother she confessed that
gshe was the mother of the ¢hilds
that it was born in the closct; that
it was alive when born, but  had died
soon after, and that she then threw its body
Into the vault, roturnod to the house anad re-
sumed her duties as though nothing had
happened.  The discovery of the child ore-
uted  counsiderable  excitemont, and  her
mother and brother started 1o drive to
Gillen's.  Soon after thelr depariure the girl
left the housesand going to the stable,
buekled the hoadsteap of 4 halter ou a raftor
and tied the rope around her neck, She was
discovered within twenty minutes, but too
late, The coroner has been notified.  Huo-
dreds of people flocked in to view the bodies
and listen to the horrible tale. Thoe mother
of the dead girl is prostrated with grief.

streots shooting at every person in sight.
The men were strangers iu Minden, and tha
deseription given by parties who had seen
them was:  one man lame in vight leg, bluck
hair, black eyes, smooth and rathier full face,
o ball elose up under back part of right jaw,
five feot eight inches, twonty six or tweanty-
sevan yvears, weight 1535 pouunds, dressed in
cheviot shirt, overalls and leather loggins,
The other man, heavy sot, light carly hale
und light complexion, rather smooth face,
blue eyes, eye tooth  on  rieht  side
stuck out prominentiy five feet ton inches, 160
pounds, dressed in light eolored sack coat,
durk pants, lecther leggings, twenty-two
years. It s further stated that the fugitives
wore witlking arsenals, and in posseasion of
cach was said to be one forty-four six shooter,
two bull dog pistols and an Arkansas tooth-
plek in a new seabbard.
THE PLIGHT.

The purderers passed rapidly southward,
followed by & poss¢ under the lendership of
the adjutant genoral of the state, but by
stealing fresh horses and availing themselves
of their personal knowledge of the country
the outlaws distanced the pursuit  an
reached  the southwest  rerritory, where
it was supposed  they would be
1o eluda the outragoed law,

not /0. Todividual interest,
in the punishment of a minor erimo was
wroused, In passing through the porthoast
corner of Trego county the fleeing brace
stole two  fresh horses from  the ranch of
Charles Fouts, of Wakeoney, who, though
he wus only in his twenty-sccond year,on'the
morning ol October 23, in compuuy with
Frauk Miller, u youth of ninetesn, started
on the trail of the fugitives, and kept it for
soven days without obtaining o glimpse of
his human game  During  the pursuit they
were Joinod by Wilhiam Hardy aod Thomas,
Tow, and on the following Monday ut night
they ecame upon the murderers in camp.
Alter carcful consideration, however, It
wias  not  deemied  expediont to muke
the attack abt that time and place, a8
the surroundings werd such that o bloody
contest wus probuble. The outlaws weras
therefore shadowed to thelr next night's
resting place in o dugout upon Hatia's rzuu:}h
near Point of ltock, when

wore mude,  During the night the four Kan-
sans untethored oua of the horses of the oc-
cupnnts of the dugonut and concealed them-
selves behind g sod house about one hundred
and fifay vards away. Belmont, ono of the
murderers, caine out of the dugout to look
for the horsss, and  1Pouts prderad him to
surrender, but Belmont turned aud  drawing

his revolver suapped it wiee, Then the
sod  house poople opencd fire and
the  thired bullet  from  Fouts! rifle
struck  the murderer  in the left
breast killing  him  instantly,  Thereupon

Zimmorman came out and guve hunself up,
This ecapture was mpde about seven milog
frow tho Colorado llue aod nbout the same
distiines from the northern e of Indian
tervitory.
